4. Mr. Cooper then mentioned that the National Policy Papers 
(previously called Strategic Studies Program) are now receiving the 
backing of the White House, and their preparation is going on with vigor.

tioned that he had not previously been satisfied with Agency procedures 
for coordinating these papers within the Agency for DCI approval before 
final approval at the State or White House level. General Carter instructed 
Ray Cline to take on the responsibility of coordinating these papers within 
the Agency.
